(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.

6. Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Batson 
et al, US Publication Number 2002/0196336. 

The method of the instant application is described, taught and suggested by the 
prior art reference throughout its entirety. Specifically refer to claims 10-30 of the 
document. Also refer to paragraph [0008] of the specification. There is a reference to 
Application Serial Number 09/680,226. A copy of this application's claims has been 
included for referral. Based on these teachings the instant invention is anticipated.
